Death similar to that which has befallen 
elephants in India and Africa was the fate 
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alien who has not declared his intention of 
becoming a citizen of the United States can 
acquire or hold property. He also showed 
that several states, including llinois, have 
enacted almost identical laws. 

Me referred to the alien land law of the 
state of Washington, which prevents the 
holding of lands by those who are incap- 
able of becoming citizens of the United 
States.” It was this clause in one of the 
proposed Califarnia bills which raised the 
objections of President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Bryan as being a discrimination against 
the people of the orient. 

Gov. Johnson also cited the fact that 
Japan, until 1910, had an absolute law 
against alien land ownership, and added 
that “ in effect it has it yet.” 


More Drastic Laws Pianned. 
Added significance is given to the gover- 
nor’s stand by the fact that two new and 
more drastic bills dealing with the land ques- 
tion will be offered in the state legislature 
this week. 


Through an agreement reached by leaders 
of the majority party a drastic law directed 
solely against the Japanese and Chinese will 
be prepared aa @ substitute for the Thomp- 
son-Birdeall measure, and probably will be 
passed. It ie now planned to throw out en- 
tirely the guarded language of the Thomp- 
son-Birdsall measure and put in ite place 
two simple prohibitions: 

1. No alien who is ineligible to citizen- 
tp shall be permitted to acquire and 
hold land in California for a period of 
more than one year after date of such 
acquisition. 

2. No corporation the majority of stock 
of which is held by aliens who are ineli- 
gible to citizenship shall he permitted to 
acquire and hold land, except for one 
year. 

Text of Johnson Statement. 

The satement of the BUVermor, Which was 
the frst statement he bas made on the sub- 
ject, was as follows; 

“ Califortians are unable to understand 
why an act admittedly within the jurisdic- 
tion of the California legislature, like the 
passage of an alien land bill, creates tumult, 
‘onfusion, and criticism, and why this local 
aet of undoubted right becomes an inter- 
national question. Of course the California 
legislature would not attempt to contravene 
any treaty of the nation, nor de more than 
has deen done by the federal government 
iteelf and many other states. 

“To say California must do less or be 
subjected to harsh criticism and the charge 
of disrupting friendly relations with foreign 
powers is to deny to California what has 
been freely accorded to every other state in 
the union and whet has never been ques- 
tioned with any other state, 

“Our legislature is considering an alien 
land bill in general language and not dis- 
criminatory. If terms are used which are 
Jalmed to be G@iscriminatory, those very 
terms long since were made so by many 
enactments and by the laws of the nation 
itself. 


Cites Other States’ Laws. 

“ Broadly speaking, many states have en- 
deavored to prevent the ownership of land by 
those ineligible to citizenship. The. power 
to pass such laws is. conceded, but immedi- 
ately on the exercise of this power by a state 
@ remarkable and inexplicable outcry is

“The United States by statute provider 
that no alien or person who is not a citizen 
of the United States, or who has not de- 


| clared hig intention to become a citizen of 


the United States, shall acquire title to land, 
etc., and in relation to the District of Colum- 
bia the United States statutes contain the 
eame inhibition. 

„Arizona, in 1912, passed its act that no 
person other than a citizen of the United 
States, or who has declared hig intention to 
become. such, shall hereafter acquire any 
Und, ote., and this statute, though passed in 
1912, did not evoke a storm of protest from

St. Louis, Mo., April 21.—[Special.}-—Did 
you ever see a straphanger's bump? W. M. 
Price, 5507 Vernon avenue, Eas one from 
riding on St. Louis street cars for thirteen 
years He is the manager of a talloring frm. 

It is on the second finger of the right band. 
In all his years of straphanging this finger. 
Price saya. ile the ome that bas stood the 
brunt of the accompanying pressure and 
strain. Hence the bump. 

It ig a protuberance more then half an 
inch in diameter at the base and three- 
eightha of an inch high. It began to develop 
about four yeare age and caused the finger 
to become stiff. 

Price has consulted physicians here and in 
New York and they did not question his own 
diagnosis that the bump was directly due to 
straphanging. They advised him that he 
must have the bump cut out.

Seeks Treaties Between All 
Nations to Place Limit on 
’ Armaments. - 


COURTS TO ARBITRATE. 


Each Power Will Make Pledge 


Not to Enlarge Army Dur- 
ing Any Crisis. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. G., April 21.—[Special.]— 
William J. Bryan, secretary of state, is 
about to launch his first distinctive policy of 
international importance. It is a plan for 
the promotion of world peace, which con- 
templates the negotiation of treaties between 
the United States and all the civilized na- 
tions of the earth. 

It will have as its most original feature a 

of a temporary limitation on the 
ment and war preparations of disput- 
ing nations. 

Mr. Bryan has digcussed his plan informal- 
ly with members of the senate committee on 
foreign relations and he has asked for @ 
hearing before that committee on next 
Wednesday to discuss the plan in detafl. 

Democrats of the senate who have heard of 
this important move at first regarded the 


practicable. But as they have talked it over 


look with greater favor on it and are pre- 
pared now to give serious consideratik™ to 
his suggestions. 


Similar to Taft Proposal. : 

The Bryan plan aims at the same end 
which the Taft echeme of general arbitration 
treaties hed. In fact, Mr. Wilson’s secre- 
tary of state seems to be imbued with the 
desire to pick the Taft movement up where it 
was wrecked, and, by avoiding the features 
to which the senate objected and by adding 
a few new ones of his own, to carry it through 
to a successful conclusion. 

Members of the senate have learned as yet 
only a general outline of the Bryan plan, but 
that is sufficient to indicate that Mr. Bryan, 
une Secretary Knox, hopes to promote world 
peace through setting up internal machinery 
which will open the way for nations to cool 
off in times when passions are running high 
and will afford an opportunity for e second 
thought. In fact, the Bryan plan already is 
being referred to as that of The eober sec- 
ond thought.” 

Mr. Bryan’s plan contemplates the negotia- 
tion of arbitration treaties which will pro- 
vide for the reference of all questions of dis- 
pute, including those of vital interest and na- 
tional honor, te an international court of in- 
quiry. The findings of this court, as members 
of the senate understand the plan, ere to be 
merely findings of fact and are not to be bind- 
tng on either nation. 


Wo Change in Armies. 

But pending the arbitration the disputing 
mations, under the terms of the proposed 
treaties, will be bound to make no change in 
their military strength, not to increase their 
armament, mobilize troops, or in any way 
change the military policy as it existed at 
the beginning of the controversy. 

The entire ground work of the Bryan p 
seems to consist in the idea that if contesting 
nations only have the opportunity for a 
calm second thought and are relieved from 
the incidental irritation that comes from war

A VULCANIZED WAR SCARE. 

Recently, in the reichstag, Dr. Liebknecht 
contributed to a few moments of distress for 
Herr von Heeringen, the secretary of war, 
by charging that the, Krupp works and the 
Deutsche Waffen Fabriken were at the bot 
tom of the Franco-German disturbance. 

Herr von Heeringen had only a vague de- 
fense. He said Dr. Liebknecht had gravely 
exaggerated the facts. He expressed his 
regret that an official statement had been 
anticipated. He had requested Dr. Lieb- 
knecht to permit the government to make 
public the facts when an investigation had 
been completed. He reminded the reichstag 
that Germany owed her reputation for artil- 
lery to the Krupps and must remember the 
fact with gratitude. 

He could not, or did not, deny the essen- 
tial facts, Dr. Liebknecht said that Krupp 
agents incited the French newspaper attacks 
on Germany which aroused anti-German 
sentiment in France and directly caused the 
incidents which stirred Germany. He also 
said that the gunmakers had agents in Ber- 
lin who bribed war office officials to procure 
secret documents which would aid them in 
meeting competition. 

Pacifists contend that armaments cannot 
be laid aside because the makers of guns and 
armor plate will not permit the destruction 
of their business, and that they intrigue 
effectively to keep nations from reaching 
agreements which would relieve the burden 
of arms and decrease the probability of war. 
By the time fanciful imaginations have done 
with the facta, they have left no other reason 
for navies than shipbuilding companies and 
no other reason for armies than gunmaking 
companies.

HOW MALARIA SPREADS. 

This is the child who had a chill. 

This is the mosquito that bit the child who had a 
ee ie the man who was bitten by the mosquito 
‘which bit the child who had a chill, 

O stop the sequence cure thé man who 
infected the mosquite which bit the 
child who hed a chill. 

The malarial parasite gets into a 
blood cell, where it grows until it is 
full grown, whereupon it divides into a 
dozen young ones. The chill occurs when 
the young ones are formed. A single divid- 
ing germ in a man’s blood will not cause a 
chill, One and a half millions are needed. 
When one gets in it multiplies for a while 
without any chills; when there get to be one 
and a balf millions of them there is a chill. 
So long as the number keeps over that figure 
the chills and fever keep coming; when it 
drops below the chills and fever stop. 


— 

The man may be “ no account and wea 
or he may even be feeling well. A malari 
mosquito biting him during this time is fairly 
Hable to draw in one or more malarial organ- 
isms, even though they arescant. After ten 
days this mosquito can transmit malaria 
Just as well as one that had bitten a man 
having chilis and fever. * 

This tendency of the malarial parasites to 
remain in an infected man, few in number 
and not extremely active, makes the greatest 
Obstacle to the eradication of the disease. 
Buch cases are called cases of chronic ma- 
laria, relapsing malaria, etc. They are half 
cured cases; cases cured enough to stop the 
attacks but not cured enough to do away 
with the danger of an attack next month, 
not cured enough to prevent mosquito infec- 
tion. 


— 

The remedy is to take quinine enough and 
to continue to take it long enough to wholly 
cure the disease, not half cure it. In mild 
eases thirty grains a day for a week, then 
twenty grains a day for a month, then ar 
senicand iron for three months will do it. 

Most people know how to stop chills. 
Some of them go to doctors, some of them do 
not. Whether they treat themselves or go to 
physicians, they take twenty graing of qui- 
hine a day for three days. That method 
stops the chills for that week, or maybe for 
three weeks. If they stop at that they are 
liable to chill again after a month or so. The 
malaria] mosquitoes biting them will become 
infected and may epread the disease. 

The only fair policy is to continue the qul- 
nine until the cure is completed and then to 
build up on iran and arsenic. Koch thought 
this one the most important of the three 
methods of pe: coos malaria. 


In Italy efforts at We lte control cut the 
malaria rate from 70 to 16. There it hung 
until they added a quinine ag to their 
mosquito policy, whereupon it speedily 
dropped from 16 to 4. 

The quinine policy consisted in giving qui 
nine free to everybody who could not buy It 
and fixing a cheap price by law for thode 
who could buy.

War Office Accused of Fostering 
Scheme; Scandal May 
Defeat Army Bill. 


[Br CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.} 

BERLIN, April 21.—The exposures by Dr. 
Liebknecht, the Socialist leader, in regard 
to the action of the Krupps and other armor 
and gun manufacturing establishments in 
stirring up trouble between France and Ger- 
many for the purpose of increasing their 
output have called férth the usual prelimi- 
nary symptome of a ministerial crisis and 
have interfered to @ grave extent with the 
popularity of the army biil now before the 
reichstag. 

It ip doubtful whether or hot a orisis will 
result, but many observers think the bill 
has been permanently crippled. The coun- 
try is undoubtedly stirred to a deep extent 
over the matter. The scandal has led to 
a violent attack on Herr von Heeringen, 
the Prussian secretary of war, and there is 
a campaign on to oust him from his portfolio. 
This point for the moment is the chief fea- 
ture of the agitation. 


Military Against Secretary of War? 

It is alleged the campaign has been or- 
ganized in military circles, which moves 
the Germania, the organ of the Catholic cen- 
ter, to say that such a thing has “ hitherto 
been regarded as almost an impossibility in 
the Prussian army with its much lauded 
discipline.“ 

The members of the center introduced a 
resolution im the budget committee calling for 
the appointment of a committee composed of 
members of the reichstag and experts to ex- 
amine into the whole subject of army and 
navy contracts. 


War Office Fosters Scare? 

The Vorwaertz prints a circular which, it 
gays, was addressed some time ago by the 
war Office to certain arms firms urging them

Washington, D. C., April Zi. —- Federal Ap 
pellate courte must no longer correct the 
verdicts of juries when they “believe insuffi- 
client evidence has been introduced to support 
them. Five to four the Supreme oourt today 
decided that such procedure, adopted by some 
courts to avoid new trials and delays, was 
in Violation of the seventh amendment tothe 
constitution. 

The suit of LilMafi F. Slocum of Pittsburgh 
against the New York Life Insurance oom- 
pany for $20,000 insurance on her late hus- 
band’s life, in which che Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the Third circuit set aside the ver- 
dict for Mrs. Slocum, was sent back for re- 


trial. 


Justice Hughes dissented in a vigorous 
opinion, in which Justices Holmes, Lurton, 
and Pitney concurred. 

The tremendous effect of this decision,” 


declared Justice Hughes, is not only to over- 


turn the practice of federal courts in Penn- 
sylvania from following the state law allow. 
ing Appellate courts to correct verdicts with- 
out new trials, but it prevents congress, 
without an amendment to the constitution, 
to legislate so as to allow federal courts to 
pass on the sufficiency of evidence and cor- 
rect the error of juries by deciding the facts 
themselves, thue saving the cost of new 
trials.“

Training of Leaders for Volun- 
teer Soldiery in Time of 
‘War Sought, 
[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT: 
Washington, D.'C.,\Abril 21.—{Special.]—A 
plan by which college men may receive mili- 


tary instruction in camp this eymmer at lit- 
tle expense to themselves is being laid before 


the students and officials of the principal: 
universitiesof the country by Maj. Gen. Leon- 


ard Wood, chief of staff of the army, act- 
ing for Secretary of War Garrison. 

The general arrangements for putting into 
effect this novel and revolutionary idea, 
which originated with Gen. Wood, are now 


practically completed. 
It is proposed to establish two experimental 
camps solely for college men, one in the east 
and the other in the west. Student soldiers 
to the number of 2,000 will be taken to Get- 
tysburg immediately after the joint encamp- 
ment of union and confederate veterans. 
About 500 more will be encamped at the Pre- 
sidio of Monterey, Cal.. The periods of in- 
struction will be about eight weeks. 


Want Trained Citizen Soldiers. | 
The purpose of the experiment, which will 
de made an annual event if this summer’s 
trial proves successful, is to increase the 
present inadequate numbers of citizens who 


for efficient service in time of war. 

It ts proposed to build up, if possible, « 
great body of well educated young men, who 
shall, have acquired some military instruc. 
tion through these camps. and then draw 
upon them in time of war as material fer 
commissioned officers of volunteer troops. 

All the military instruction and exercises of 
the college men will take place in the morn- 
ing, about four hours each day. Afternoons 
and evenings the students will have to them- 
selves. 


Dispense with Routine Maneuvers. 

It is proposed to make the exercises of a 
highty interesting character, dispensing with 
all possible driliground work. The students 
will be given uniform outfits and the regu- 
lar army rifles, but no one will pay any at- 
tention to how they step or-how they carry 
their gun. 

The exercises in the field will be varied 
frequently with lectures on military subjects 
by the best officers available for the purpose 
in the whole United States army. The col- 
lege men will be told all about the causes 
of war. why a nation’s policies bring it into 
conflict with the forces of another nation, 
something of strategy and tactics, and the 
principies which govern campaigning in the 
field. 

The students, owing to the absence of any 
appropriation for these camps. will be 
obliged to pay their transportetion to the 
point of encampment and return, and also 
their subsistence. It is expected that the 
subsistence will cost each man about $1.76 
per week.
